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AGREEMENT AND ASSIGNMENT dated as of
April 1, 1979, between ORTNER FREIGHT CAR
COMPANY (the "Builder") and FIRST SECURITY
BANK OF UTAH, N.A., acting as Agent under a
Participation Agreement dated as of the date
hereof (the "Participation Agreement"), a copy
of which has been delivered to the Builder,
said Agent, as so acting, being hereinafter
called the "Assignee".

WHEREAS the Builder and THE CONNECTICUT BANK AND
TRUST COMPANY, acting as Trustee (the "Trustee") under a '
Trust Agreement dated as of the date hereof (the "Trust
Agreement") with General Electric Credit Corporation (the
"Owner"), have entered into a Conditional Sale Agreement
dated as of the date hereof (the "CSA") covering the con-
struction, sale and delivery by the Builder and the purchase
by the Trustee of the railroad equipment described in Annex B
to the CSA (the "Equipment"); and

WHEREAS the Trustee and THE DETROIT EDISON COMPANY
(the "Lessee") have entered into a Lease of Railroad Equip-
ment dated as of the date hereof (the "Lease") providing for
the lease to the Lessee of the Equipment;

edness or liability at any time owing to the Trustee or the
Lessee by the Builder. The Builder's obligation so to indem-
nify, protect and hold harmless the Assignee is conditional
upon (a) the Assignee's timely motion or other appropriate
action, on the basis of Article 15 of the CSA, to strike any
defense, setoff, counterclaim or recoupment asserted by the
Trustee or the Lessee in any such suit, proceeding or action
and (b) if the court or other body having jurisdiction in
such suit, proceeding or action denies such motion or other
action and accepts such defense, setoff, counterclaim or
recoupment as a triable issue in such suit, proceeding or
action, the Assignee's prompt notification to the Builder
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of the asserted defense, setoff, counterclaim or recoupment
and the Assignee's giving the Builder the right, at the
Builder's expense, to compromise, settle or defend against
such defense, setoff, counterclaim or recoupment.

Except in cases of articles or materials speci-
fied by the Trustee or the Lessee and not manufactured by
the Builder and in cases of designs, systems, processes,
formulae or combinations specified by the Lessee and not
developed or purported to be developed by the Builder, the
Builder agrees, except as otherwise specifically provided in
Annex A to the CSA, to indemnify, protect and hold harmless
the Assignee from and against any and all liability, claims,
costs, charges and expenses, including royalty payments and
counsel fees, in any manner imposed upon or accruing against
the Assignee or its assigns because of the use in or about
the construction or operation of any of the Equipment of any
design, system, process, formula, combination, article or
material which infringes or is claimed to infringe on any
patent or other right. The Assignee will give prompt notice
to the Builder of any claim actually known to the Assignee
which is based upon any such alleged infringement and will
give to the Builder the right, at the Builder's expense, to
compromise, settle or defend against such claim. The Builder
agrees that any amounts payable to it by the Trustee or the
Lessee with respect to its Equipment, whether pursuant to
the CSA or otherwise, not hereby assigned to the Assignee,
shall not be secured by any lien, charge or security inter-
est upon such Equipment or any unit thereof.

(a) a bill or bills of sale from the Builder to
the Assignee transferring to the Assignee the security
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interest of the Builder in such units, warranting to
the Assignee and to the Trustee that, at the time of
delivery of such units under the CSA, the Builder had
legal title to such units and good and lawful right to
sell such units and such units were free of all claims,
liens, security interests and other encumbrances of any
nature except only the rights of the Trustee under the
CSA and the rights of the Lessee under the Lease, and
covenanting to defend the title to such units against
demands of all persons whomsoever based on claims;

(b) a Certificate or Certificates of Acceptance
with respect to the units of the Equipment as contem-
plated by Paragraph 3.4 of the CSA and § 2.1 of the
Lease;
